R ecently federal authorities ruled 
th a t beer and m ineral w aters were 
to be considered finished products— 
the same as milk. T he regulations 
covering the eligibility for o b tain ­ 
ing new tires ruled o i l door-to-door 
deliveries of all commodities.

Japan’s Losses Significant 
In the light of recent events, J a ­ 
panese naval losses since the start 
of the w ar took on a deeper sig­ 
nificance in th e opinion of w ar ex­ 
perts, although they warned aganist 
over optim ism which m ight lead to 
an underestim ation of N ippon’s re­ 
serve striking power. 
I t 
was 
officially 
estim ated 
in 
W ashington 
th a t 
Jap a n 
had 
260 
w arships and subm arines when the 
war began. 
T he sam e sources in ­ 
terp ret that as a result of the d a m ­ 
age done by American and U nited 
N ation forces the M ikados navy 
h as been whittled down to four- 
fifths or possibly th ree-fo u rth s of 
its original fighting strength. 
W hile the 200-odd Ja p warships 
still in fighting trim comprise a 
formidable th rea t in the F ar East, 
analysts point out th a t the Pacific 
Axis p artn e r h a s paid dearly for its 
blitz victories, and add that 
the 
losses undoubtedly will ham per N ip­ 
pon as the conflict endures. 
Losses Estimated 
A m erican arm y and navy com ­ 
m uniques place Japanese losses at 
the h ands of Yankees alone at 
15 
w arships sunk and 14 dam aged in 
little less th a n two m onths of fig h t­ 
ing. 
Advices from the south P a ­ 
cific indicate th a t N etherlands East 
Indies forces have destroyed and 
crippled an equal num ber, boosting 
the grand total to between 50 and 
60 wiped out or in need of repaTs.

Before the war, Japanese naval 
strength w'as estim ated in W a sh ­ 
ington at 10 battleships, eight a ir­ 
craft carriers, 46 cruisers, 125 de­ 
stroyers and 71 subm arines, or a 
total of 260.

MacArthur’s Defense Worries 
M acA rthur's "bulldog” defense of 
the Philippines lias added m uch to 
J a p a n ’s m ounting, though still far 
from serious, was woes because it 
has immobilized a trem endous arm y 
which could be used advantageously 
in the siege of Singapore or the 
invasion of the south Pacific points. 
Not only have M acA rth u r’s forces 
been holding out on the lower half 
of B ataa n and on four island forts 
a t th e entrance of M anila Bay. but 
d uring the past week they have 
taken a heavy toll of the enemy 
while repulsing frontal and flank 
attacks. 
Y esterday the defenders 
reported they had killed, captured 
or driven into the sea some of J a ­ 
p a n ’s best forces. 
At the sam e time. American heavy 
bombers

Tons Of Rubber 
Being Wasted 
Says Expert 


( In te rn a tio n a l 
N e w s S ervice ) 
W ASHINGTON , Feb. 3.—William 
O ’Neil, 
president 
of 
the 
G eneral 
Tire and Rubber Com pany of Akron, 
Ohio, asserted today th a t tons of 
rubber are being wasted every day 
because “hysteria and panic have 
caused thousands of m otorists to 
rush to their tire dealers for re ­ 
capping.” 
O ’Neil urged m otorists to refrain 
from having their tires % retreaded 
until inform ed by an expert that 
the work was actually needed. 
“In m any instances,” 
he 
said, 
“these tires have contained th o u s­ 
ands of miles of good rubber. 
It 
is as im p o rtan t to save this proc­ 
essed rubber as it is to save crude 
rubber in the stockpile.” 
He pointed out that there are two 
definite supplies of rubber in this 
country. 
One. he said, is in the 
form of a stockpile of 600,000 tons 
of crude rubber, and the other in 
th e form of finished tires consisting 
of a m inim um of 600,000 tons. 
"Recapping,” O'Neil stated, “m ust 
be handled by trained experts expe­ 
rienced in the recapping business 
because am ateurs could well waste 
m uch more rubber th an they could 
possibly save.”

naughts. 
Seen As Feint 
Unquestionably the raid by the 
American fleet was a feint against 
the supply lines of Japanese forces 
th a t have been working down eas* 
of New G uinea towards the Aus­ 
tralian coast line. 
If this is a big 
force, it would constitute a threat 
to Australia. 
Probably the U. S 
navy knows by now just about how 
big a th reat it is. 
The M arshall Inlands raid seems 
to have been conducted by a force 
of from four to six heavy cruisers 
and one or two airplane carriers, 
with accom panying destroyers and 
light craft. 
Probably they left H a ­ 
waii about Thursday, as it would 
take a trifle more th an three days 
to steam to the M arshalls at 25 
miles an hour, a reasonable cruis­ 
ing speed. 
The destroyers and scouting a ir­ 
craft of such a fleet would cover a 
front probably 200 to 300 miles wide 
and observation planes would range 
at least 300 miles ahead to preclude 
the possibility of surprise and to 
spy out enem y objectives 
One of 
the missions of the fleet was u n ­ 
questionably to find out how m uch 
bomber force the Japs had on their 
island bases. 
Apparently, this was 
not extremely large, otherwise the 
cruisers would not have been justi­ 
fied in venturing near enough to 
use their guns. 
Numerous ships, planes and m u n i­ 
tions dum ps were reported destroyed 
by air bom bardm ent and c a n n o n a ­ 
ding from th e sea. 
S trange fact is 
tihat not a single Japanese subm a­ 
rine is m entioned and yet N ippon’s 
island bases afford ideal lurking- 
places for U-boats. 
Navy reports 
do 
not 
mention 
scouting by long-range planes, but 
these were probably present. 
From 
the point where the fleet went into 
action, PBY patrol bombers could 
scout the seas for 1,000 miles into 
Japanese territory.

The parent who is guided by wis­ 
dom and discretion rather than by 
pride will discourage interests in 
i formal learning before it goes far 
by turning the child’s attention to 
more nearly normal interest'-.

MAYOR LA GUARDIAN WISE DECISION 
Two weeks ago Mayor La Guardia announced that he would 
shortly surrender one or the other of his two principal posts as direc­ 
tor of the Office ot Civilian Defense and head of the New York City 
government. 
He now becomes more specific by stating th at the office 
he will give up Is that of defense director. 
The mayor has been a long time coming to this wdse decision, 
reached with obvious reluctance. 
It caused him great effort, apparently, 
to make up his mind that n is impossible for any one man to do jus­ 
tice to the two jobs of OCD head and mayor of the nation’s 
city. 
Everyone els** seemed to have made up his mind to that effect 
long ago when it became evident that Mr. La G uardia was spreading 
his talents too thin to do civilian defense any good 
With his usual 
modesty, the mayor observes th at the work of organizing the OCD Is 
about completed and that the operations from now on will be chieily 
administrative. 
This self-pat on the back may ease his exit, but actu- 
allv the work of organizing civilian defense in the United States is far 
from finished, but just begun. 
* 
Lack of co-ordination is visible at every hand. 
Some communi­ 
ties and areas have progressed rapidly in civilian defense matters, while 
others continue to lag badly. 
Some local and state agencies are work­ 
ing well, but the gene ral effect is still that of confusion. 
Now th at Mr. La Guardia is prepared to yield his directorship, 
this confused state o: affairs may be cleared up and replaced by effic­ 
iency and co-ordinai >n at the controls. 
Perhaps Dean Landis, sad­ 
dled with the title of “executive” while La Guardia was still the head- 
makimt the decisions, will be named director; perhaps someone 
more experience militarily will get the job.

Priceless Art Treasures 
Have Been Removed From 
Royal Palace In Hawaii

HONOLULU.

H.—Workmen 
have completed the removal of price­ 
less art treasures from the Iolani 
palace there, only palace of royalty 
in all United States territory, and 
transported them to a secret place 
safe from any possible attack or 
sporadic bombing. 
Not since the days of the revo­ 
lution in 1893, when the Hawaiian 
monarchy 
wras 
overthrown 
and 
Queen 
Ulluokalani 
deposed 
and 
held prisoner in Iolani palace, has 
that historic and beautiful edifice 
been the scene of such activity as 
today. 
At that time there wras 
musket firing at the palace from 
within the spacious grounds, but 
on December 7. the fateful Sun­ 
day of Japan's treacherous attack, 
a bomb fell in the grounds just out­ 
side the balcony of Governor Joseph 
B. Poindexter’s office. 
As soon as martial lawf was de­ 
clared the military governor estab­ 
lished offices the palace, which is 
also the seat of the civil government. 
Lt. Col. Thomas H. Green, executive 
officer for the military governor, 
has his office in what was one Queen 
Lilluokalani’s bedroom, and oper­ 
ates martial iaw acrass the broad 
desk used long ago by a royal cabi­ 
net minister. 
Office In Throne Room 
In the famous throne room on 
the first floor where royalty once 
held court is the Office of Civilian 
Defense. 
Across the hall in the 
royal dining room is another Civil­ 
ian Defense Office. Military guards 
stand at the gates of the grounds 
and the doors of the building. Mili­ 
tary cars rush up to discharge or 
pick up busy army officers 
The in­ 
terior of the building is a bee-hive 
of activity. 
That activity has to do with th*' 
management and government of the 
civilian population in war 
Laws 
have to be changed and quickly 


the seat of the civil government 
since annexation of Hawaii in 1898. 
it is also a precious museum of his­ 
toric treasures, most of which could 
not be replaced should an aerial 
bomb strike the building. The cor­ 
ner stone was laid in 1879 and the 
royal family moved in during 1883. 
Ever since then it has accumulated 
treasures of art and history.

Throne Room Restored 
Several years ago Secretary of 
the Territory Charles M. Hite, an 
authority on Hawaiian history, ob­ 
tained an appropriation and had 
the throne room restored to its orig­ 
inal state, old documents had to be 
combed to find where furnisnings 
were made nearly 
70 years ago. 
Tapestries, draperies, rare mirrors 
and even the throne chairs were 
either repaired or copied exactly. 
When it was completed the Ha­ 
waiian?; held a secret ceremony to 
bless the room 
Ceremonial equip­ 
ment was taken from the royal 
mausoleum for this, and many of 
the old Hawaiians were frightened
